Amazing Story of 
State’s Wealth is 
Told in Report 

New high levels for California 
in employment, production of war 
goods, and cash firm income will 
be renched in 1943, according to 
a preliminary review of the eco¬ 
nomic conditions for the year is¬ 
sued yesterday by the Research 
Department of the Ca'ifornia 
State Chamber of Commerce. 

According to the report, total 
employment in manufacturing in¬ 
dustries during 1943 will average 
1,100.000. compared to an average 
of 856.000 in 1942 and 381,000 In 

1939. The increase over 1942 
will be about 28 per cent. Wage 
payments to factory workers dur¬ 
ing the first 10 months of the 
current year will total approxi¬ 
mately $2,300 090,000, an increase 
of 58 per cent over 1942. Aver¬ 
age weekly earnings of factory 
workers have doubled since 1939, 
reaching $53.08 in October of this 
year as compared to $47.03 in 
October, 1942. 

For the first nine months of 
1943, war supply contracts award¬ 
ed in California totaled $2,786, 
323.000. Incomplete dita indi¬ 
cated that California’s cash farm 
income for this year will total 
$1,500,000,000 as compared to 
$1,148,000,000 in 1942. Farm re¬ 
turns in 1943 will be 140 per cent 
above the 1939 total. Estimates 
of civilian population for Califor¬ 
nia now stand at 7,600,000, a net 
increase of 732,000 since April, 

1940. Incomes of individuals in 
California for the current year 
are forecast at $11,100,000,000 
attributable principally to the 
vast war expenditures by the na 
tional government. Of this un¬ 
precedented total, over $8,000 
000,000 or 72 per cent will be in 
the form of wages and salaries 
This Is an increase of 270 per 
cent over the prewar 1939 level. 

Dollar volume of retail trade 
in California will approximate 
$ 5 , 000 , 000,000 this year as com¬ 
pared to $4,382,000,000 last year

C AROLS of ail nations are 
available today in collections 
such as the Oxford book of 
Carols. From Sweden we have 
the 16th century tune, nqt the 
words, of Good King Wenceslas. 
From FTance we have "Willy, 
take your tambourin, ftobin, take 
your flute,” and many others. 
From Italy, the tune of the pif- 
ferari who come from the moun¬ 
tains to play their pipes or bag¬ 
pipes before the mother and Child 
at Christmas, and the Ninna 
Nanna songs of the children. A 
Czech girl in the hills between 
Bohemia and Moravia, gives us: 
“From out of a wood aid a cuckoo 

fly. 

He came to the manger with 
joyful cry: Cuckoo.” 

And one of the finest is from 
Russia: 

"Praise to God in the highest, 
Bless us, O Father. 

Guide and prosper the nations. 
Rulers and people. 

May the truth in its beauty 
Flourish triumphant. 

May the mills bring us bread 
For food and for giving. 

May the good ba obeyed 
And evil be conquered. 

Give us laughter and sat us • 
Gaily rejoicing. 

Peace on earth and good will 
Be ever among us.” 

This most beautiful folk song 
expresses the real heart of a peo¬ 
ple who have been terribly mis¬ 
represented to us, and is well 
worth studying. Notice that their 
bread is for food and foiy giving. 
It is bad not to have enough, 
but the hardest thing in poverty 
is never to have the joy of giv¬ 
ing. “For food and for giving” 
strikes a deep human note. This 
song is inspired by Rimsky Kor¬ 
sakoff as a Christmas song in 
his Cantata Slava; it was used 
long ago by Beethoven in his 
quartet, Opus 59, No. 2, and is 
heard on the stage and radio, as 
on a recent Saturday, in Mous- 
sorgsky’s great opera "Boris 
Godunov.’• It shows us the mind 
of the Russian people, and is a 
gift to the world. It may be 
symbolic of a future unity with 
all peoples when these dread days 
are over. Listen to the re¬ 
nowned Russian-born conductor 
of our Boston Symphony Orches¬ 
tra, Dr. Koussevitzki: 

"I am an American now, and 
proud and happy in my adopted 
country. But it is my dream to 
return with my orchestra to Rus¬ 
sia, and say to my native peo¬ 
ple: ‘These Americans are now 
my people, but they are your 
people too. And together we will j 
work to bring peace and freedom 
and equality to all the men of 
earth.’ ” 


a-- L-ie oast caroi tunes reflect¬ 
ed the Gregorian modes of the 
old church music. Some early 
carols had been made in Latin. 
Chaucer wrote of the Clerks of 
Oxenford, who sang Angelus ad 
Vjrginem, 

"On which he made a nighte’s 
melody 

So sweetly that all the chamber 
rang.” 

And when carols began to be in 
the language of the people still 
a line of Latin would be inter¬ 
polated, as in 

"Christ was born on Christmas 

day, 

Wreathe the holly, twine the 
bay, 

Christus n'atus hodie 
The Babe, the Son, the Holy One 
of Mary.” 

This had the name of Maca¬ 
ronic verse. Then from the 14th 
to the 16th century—in all coun¬ 
tries carols in simple language, 
sacred and secular, abounded. 
Some, as we have seen, were 
made in connection with the peo¬ 
ple’s mystery plays. In the pag¬ 
eant of the Shearmen and Tailors 
of Coventry occurs the lovely 
carol: 

"Lullay, Lullay, Thou little tiny 
child, 

By by, lully, lullay.” 

Some simple folk made up the 
most tender human words: 

“I saw a fair maiden sitten and 
sing, 

She lulled a little child, a sweete 
lording. 

Lullay, my liking, my dear Son, 
my sweeting, 

Lullay, my dear heart, mine own 
dear darling.” 

As a darling is a little "dear,” 
so the lording is the little Lord, 
and in this way beautiful words 
were added to the English lan¬ 
guage. 

W E are leaving out of consid¬ 
eration tiie usual familiar 
carols, a dozen, perhaps, 
out of hundreds that exist. Very 
many of them indicate the pov 
erty and simplicity of the people, 
and have faults of grammar, and 
speak of the simple things the 
poor folk offer as gifts. Yet 
they show a joyous and generous 
spirit, and >a typical refrain is 
"Love and joy come to you.” 

Here is a happy French carol, 
translated: 

‘‘What can we give the Child to 
please? 

Dickon shall bring a ball of silk, 
Peter, his son, a pot of milk, 

And Tom a sparrow and a linnet 
and jolly Jack a little calf, 
Robin a cheese, and Ralph the 
half 

Of a Cake with cherries in it.” 
And here is the thought of a 
working man:

Los Angeles county, which has 
an important stake in the na¬ 
tion’s huge travel business, is one 
of the regions of the country that 
should benefit considerably as a 
result of the aggressive post-war 
plans of the competing factors in 
the transportation, industry. 

Railway Age, reporting a sur¬ 
vey of railway executives in its 
current issue, says that th-e rail¬ 
roads are going out vigorously 
after more business when the 
war Is over .

Even though there's a shortage 
of rubber pants, and diaper pins 
—and a milk shortage looms—- 
Doc Stork flatly refuses to have 
anything to do with any ration¬ 
ing plan for babies. In fact, the 
California baby crop, for 1943, is 
the biggest on record, with every 
indication, according to the State 
Department of Public Health, 
that more than 175,000 births will 
hive been recorded before the Old 
Year is counted out. This com¬ 
pares with 153,120 births last 
vear and only 75,229 in 1933, at 
the bottom of the depression. We 
don’t know what the moral of 
this may be, except, perchance, 
that life is determined to out-run 
death—and that young mothers 
and fathers still believe there’s 
hope for the world, even when it 
is engulfed in the worst world 
war in history.

There was a time not so long 
ago when Mrs. Smith could spend 
thirty minutes on the telephone 
bringing Mrs. Jones up to date on 
the gossip of the neighborhood, 
and it was her own business. 
Perhaps the only one entitled to 
object was the person who shared 
her party line. Certainly the 
public at large had no interest 
in how long she tied her tele¬ 
phone circuit up. 

That diay is gone now. It was 
ended by a murderous gang in 
Berlin and Tokyo. And it won't 
come back until American boys 
march in triumph through the 
streets of those fallen enemy 
strongholds. 

The day of victory can be 
brought nearer by self-imposed 
rationing of the use of tele¬ 
phones. Although one can't see 
It, as one can see over-loaded 
railroad trains, there is a grow¬ 
ing bulge in America’s telephone 
wires. They are crammed chock- 
full with urgent messages relat¬ 
ing to the war effort. And with 
the shortage of manpower and 
critical materials, there is no 
chance of expanding the system 
for civilians. Every unnecessary 
moment spent on the telephone 
adds to the straining over-load. 

Please, Mrs. Smith, if you must, 
won’t you tell it over the back 
fence like your grandmother did? 
If you have a red-hot item that 
won’t wait, confine its delivery to 
no more than two minutes flat on 
the telephone. Your cooperation 
may bring our boy3 home sooner 
than you think. 


Whether we like it or not—and 
we definitely do not—we are 
faced with the fact that an out- 
and-out fascist government is 
squatting squarely in the midst 
of the Western Hemisphere. This 
government—the regime of Gen¬ 
eral Pedro Ramirez in Argentina 
has repeatedly denied having 
fascist designs even while it pro¬ 
tected Axis agents and took ac¬ 
tion against pro-Allied groups in 
Argentina. Its latest move 
clamped a strict control on all 
newspapers, radio, motion-picture 
theaters, and literature in order 
to prevent the publicizing of any¬ 
thing “harmful to the prestige of 
tiie nation.” These actions, to¬ 
gether with the dismissal of all 
officials who signed the recent 
manifesto urging a return to con¬ 
stitutional government leaves no 
possible doubt as to its real in¬ 
tentions. What is more, the right 
of assembly has been abolished, 
Jabor has been suppressed and 
this year's presidential election 
has been indefinitely postponed.
